2. A directive of unknow date issued by the Seviot Ministry of the Armed 
Fereces prohibits homs leave for all officers called up from the reserves 
for occupation duty in Germany during 1950. This effects approximately 
one third of the officers now stationed in Germany. 


3. The directive also prohibits second leaves* fer all officers in Germany 
who are assigned to "special duties" (presumably political assignments, 
possibly also intellipence work).
